"So now we have arrayed

Paper Assurances In Moscow 
No Clue to Conditions 
In Red Empire 


At his regular press conference 
on Tuesday of last week Prosi- 
dent Roosevelt delivered a bris- 
tling defense of Moscow's re- 
ligious policies. With that he 
precipitated a new nationwide 
wave of indignation among many 
millions of pro-Christian Ameri- 
cans. 

By the end of the week this 
tide of bitter resentment seemed 
likely to affect very adversely 
Roosovelt's campaign to make the 
United States a war partner of 
the Soviets. 

As the general background of 
this situation, Herald informanta
